Council in many months. It 
has been a big argument for 
so long, in fact, that Council¬ 
man Larry Washburn com¬ 
mented: “Let's settle this thing.

The majority of council- 
ben, however, agreed in the 
opinion that until a television 
specialist could be hired by the 
City to give his analysis of the 
situation, the motion was the 
best that could be accom¬ 
plished for the present. 

Backing this opinion. Chief 
McMillan stated: “This is an 
enforcement procedure.” 

His reference was to the fact 
that after the regulations have 
been prepared, he would have 
the power to issue permits to 
violations of wire stringing 
across public streets and prop¬ 
erty; permission to be granted 
only provided the wire string¬ 
ing conformed to the new regu¬ 
lations. 

From the general discussion 
by councilmen, it was apparent 
that the regulations would take 
into consideration the nearness 
of TV wires to high power lines 
and telephone wires. 

Other items on the agenda 
included the considerations of 
“No Parking” signs on the west 
side of Baldwin between Aleg- 
ria and Grandview; and the 
building of a fire road in Bailey 
Canyon, in the northwest area 
of the city. 

The Council moved that City 
Attorney Cornyn should prepare 
resolutions forbidding the pres¬ 
ent parking in that block of 
Baldwin, and also Instructed 
City Administrator to discover 
how much it would cost to 
have parallel parking stalls 
painted in certain sections of 
the city. 

As for the fire road. Council¬ 
man James moved that the city 
administrator contact County 
Flood Control authorities con¬ 
cerning the share of expense 
that might be borne by that 
district.

‘Paper Drive’ 
Campaigners 
Send Out SOS 


The population of Sierra Madre may be expected to increase 
30 per cent within the next 10 years, according to Dr. Paul M. 
Sheldon, Director of the Laboratory of Urban Research, Occidental 
College,' responding to a request by Sierra Madre’s Education 
Research Committee as a part of its effort to determine the etxent 
of the city’s need of additional 
school facilities. 

Sheldon’s predictions are 
based on the 1940 and 1950 U.S. 

Census Bureau reports, along 
with other available reports. 

Reports for Census Tract 443, 
which is Sierra Madre, show a 
1940 population of 4581. By 1950 
this had Increased to 7288; and 
within the next 10 years, it is 
expected to increase to 10,000. 

“This prediction of rapid 
growth in the immediate future 
is supported by the Pasadena 
Cooperative School Survey,” 
says Dr. Sheldon. “The figures 
tend to be conservative, indi¬ 
cating that, with present zoning 
regulations and age distribu¬ 
tion, the population of Sierra 
Madre will reach 10,500 before 
1970-” The estimate, based on 
one housing unit to one lot, 
would be low if multiple dwell¬ 
ings were built or zoning re¬ 
strictions modified. 

“The concern felt over the 
adequacy of our school facili¬ 
ties is quite legitimate,” Dr. 

Sheldon added. “Not only is it 
reasonable to expect that Sierra 
Madre will experience a great 
growth in population; but this 
growth will probably be accom-

centage growth in the number 
of school-age children.” 

He pointed out that, while 
Pasadena is 90 per cent built 
up, and Altadena 80 per cent, 
in Sierra Madre only 70 per 
cent of the available lots which 
would take houses were used 
up in 1950.” 

In Sierra Madre, as in all the 
suburban areas around Pasa¬ 
dena, the average age of the 
population is going down rap¬ 
idly. According to Dr. Sheldon, 
overall figures for the entire 
Pasadena Foothill area Indicate 
that the birth rate is increasing 
while the death rate is declin¬ 
ing. The median age for this 
area is now roughly 39 years. 
New arrivals tend to be young¬ 
er and within child-bearing 
age. 

“The total picture is one of 
growth in population, and even 
greater growth in anticipated 
school population,” says Dr. 
Sheldon. “Sierra Madre cannot 
begin too soon to provide the 
additional facilities which al¬ 
most certainly will be needed 
even before they can be com¬ 
pleted.”

The request for an absent 
voter’s ballot should contain; 

(a) The reason for absence 
from the polls on election day. 

(b) The signature of the ap¬ 
plicant. This signature is com¬ 
pared with the original affi¬ 
davit of registration in the of¬ 
fice of the Registrar of Voters, 
and signatures MUST BE IDEN¬ 
TICAL. 

(c) His name and home ad¬ 
dress as well as the address to 
which he wishes the ballot 
sent. 

The application for an absent 
voter’s ballot cannot be accept¬ 
ed by the Registrar of Voters 
more than 20 nor less than five 
days prior to election day. Ex¬ 
ception; A war voter may make 
his application for an absent 
voter’s ballot at any time not 
later than five days before the 
election. 

The absent voter’s ballot 
must be voted on or before the 
day of the school bond election.

Some or all of these areas 
were looked over by Bruce Hawk 
of the County Superintendent’s 
Office, by Howard Morgrldge of 
Marsh, Smith & Powell, Archi¬ 
tects, and by the School Board. 
Members of the School Board 
and a local realtor also looked 
over land just north of the 
.school on Auburn and acro.ss 
the street on Auburn avenue. 

In the opinion of all con¬ 
cerned, the eight acres at High¬ 
land and Canon avenues was 
without question the most sat¬ 
isfactory and least expensive 
for an additional school build¬ 
ing. (This was also true in 
the 1947 study.) Only recently, 
this acreage has been placed 
on the market and negotiations 
are now under way between 
our Board and the Trustees in 
order to arrive at a fair price 
for this property. 

Present tentative plans call 
for purchase of this site at 
Highland and Canon and the 
development on the unim¬ 
proved 8 V 2 acres of sufficient 
classrooms for our 1958 needs. 
These could be completed by 
1954. The unit built here would 
be under the central adminis¬ 
tration of the school office at 
141 W. Highland avenue with 
a teaching vice-principal in 
charge of this unit. One of the 
classrooms could be used as a 
kindergarten while another 
one could be used as a cafe¬ 
teria where a hot dish lunch¬ 
eon would be served after be¬ 
ing delivered from the kitchen 
at the main plant. 

The completion of this plan 
will allow the enrollment at 
the present site to stabilize at 
about 640 students and for the 
additional building to care for 
some .360 students which will 
give us a total of 100 students. 
This will hold the enrollment 
at approximately the maximum 
for an elementary school (op¬ 
timum 450, maximum 600, real 
trend to hold enrollment be¬ 
tween these two figures in Los 
Angeles County).

MINISTRATIVE COST FOR 
THIS UNIT WOULD BE; $350 
ANNUALLY WHICH IS THE

We cannot house 1000 stu¬ 
dents in the original buildings 
which were built to accommo¬ 
date 560, (420 in old plant, 140 
in annex). Even now the school 
library is used as a classroom 
and there is neither art nor 
music classroom. 

Because property surrounding 
the school at Highland and Au¬ 
burn avenues is highly devel¬ 
oped, we cannot add to the 
present plant without addi¬ 
tional property costing between 
.$30,000 to $35,000 per acre. 

To buy two acres of land ad¬ 
jacent to present school would 
cost more than twice as mubh 
as to purchase the eight acres 
under consideration by the 
School Board. And even a total 
of nine acres for the old school 
would be sub-standard for 100 
students. We cannot compro¬ 
mise the health and safety of 
a city’s children by over¬ 
crowded classrooms and play¬ 
grounds. 

Most Practical Solution . . , 

Last spring, it became more 
evident that additional rooms 
would be needed. So, in the 
fall, aerial photographs which 
were taken for the use of City 
Officials, were studied by the 
School Board, in order to pick 
out a possible additional school 
site. Several locations were 
evident. 

1. Areas near Highland and 
Canon avenues, (one of these 
has been sub-divided). 

2. Area belonging to the Pa¬ 
cific Electric Railway on High¬ 
land and Mountain Trail.

A new record in State tax 
payments has been predicted 
with yesterday’s marking of 
the la.st day for filing State 
income tax returns for the cal¬ 
endar year 1952 without pen¬ 
alty.

them out. When I was cooking 
we had leather for every meal, 
but somehow Calliope manages 
to make it all edible—even 
tasty. That means, though, that 
we are confined to a diet of 
Greek cooking—and their taste 
runs to boiled meat almost ex¬ 
clusively. It gets a little mono¬ 
tonous. 

Ten Eggs Cost SI 

Prices are, as you have no 
doubt heard, very, very high. 
Beef is comparable to U.S. 
prices when I left, pork is high¬ 
er, Iamb is impossible and so is 
chicken. Vegetable prices are 
not too bad—although fruits 
are high—but other things, tea, 
coffee, sugar, cheese, chocolate, 
-^Turn to poge ten 


of shapes and sizes. A prime 
favorite with the Greeks is a 
large round loaf with a hole in 
the middle and it is not unus¬ 
ual to see people walking home 
from the bakery with three or 
four of these loaves running 
up their arms. They never wrap 
it up, nattirally. Paper is very 
scarce and is dispensed with 
wherever possible. Besides, 
what’s the good of the hole if 
you can’t use it for carrying? 

Shopping is a bit on the dif¬ 
ficult side—language again. If 
Calliope spoke any English we 
would probably make these 
shopping expeditions a joint 
venture. As it is I go by my¬ 
self and do the best I can with 
my Greek (which now includes 
all verbs in the "regular” cat- 
gory), gestures, French and 
English. It Is In the meat mar¬ 
kets that I have the most trou¬ 
ble. I simply cannot tell them 
what cuts I want. Sirloin on 
th.e hoof looks very different 
from sirloin in the display 
counter, and there are no dis¬ 
play counters in Greece. 

Dead and Distasteful I 

There are no meat stores ac¬ 
tually, just open front stalls 
where the meat hangs across 


the front of the shop in all its 
butchered splendor—uncut, un- 
beheaded, un-skinned—un- 
everything but thoroughly 
dead! Sounds horrible, and it 
is rather until necessity forces 
you to get used to it. Risty 
wouldn’t go near a butcher 
shop for weeks—wouldn’t even 
let me park in front of one. It 
made him cry to see the ani¬ 
mals hanging there—the tiny 
lambs, intact but for their wool, 
and the fat pigs, big ears flop¬ 
ping. But now he waits out 
front for me—looking the other 
way! 

It’s a good thing Calliope 
cooks. I recognize no cuts of 
anything after the Greek 
butchers are through hacking

In his latest book, “The Last 
Resorts,” Cleveland Amory has 
recorded all the fabulous so¬ 
ciety playgrounds, with their

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Comments On 
Rabies Control

Rabies has not developed 
into any particular problem in 
County health department ju¬ 
risdiction so far this year. Four 
cases of rabid dogs have oc¬ 
curred since January 1. East 
Los Angeles and San Gabriel 
have accounted for one each 
and El Monte, two cases. As 
usual, the disease has occurred 
in areas near the Los Angeles 
River bed, which gives rise to 
the supposition that the disea.se 
is spread to dogs by small 
wildlife. Communities adjacent 
to the river bed should be par¬ 
ticularly alert to the possibility 
of rabies. 

Control of rabies in the dog 
population depends on two 
things. First, owners should 
have their dogs vaccinated an¬ 
nually. A new “one shot” vac¬ 
cine which is free of any para¬ 
lytic reaction has made such 
vaccination a safe and simple 
procedure. Second, communi¬ 
ties should arrange for com¬ 
pulsory impounding of all stray 
dogs and for the enforcement 
of their licensing and leashing 
ordinances.

Health Authorities Claim 
Housefly Outsmarting People 


News has been received from 
the Los Angeles County Health 
Department that is disturbing 
in more ways than one. It’s 
about the housefly—and Its ap¬ 
parent ability to learn! 

Now It’s true that many peo¬ 
ple consider a fly a mere de¬ 
tail. They believe it isn’t worth 
giving any more time than re¬ 
quired to sum up their philos¬ 
ophy toward it in two words: 
“Swat it!” 

There are others, however, 
who, besides knowing the fly 
and its millions of cousins as 
a health menace, consider it 
one of the most annoying, dis¬ 
tasteful things in this world. 
They are especially disturbed 
by the news that thi.s year is 
reported by health authorities 
as developing into one of the 
worst fly-ridden years in his¬ 
tory. 

Either one of these groups, 
however, can find a new, and 
very special, reason for resent¬ 
ing the housefly in this latest 
dispatch from the County 


Health Department, which 
reads, in part: 

“The Century-old habits of 
the housefly are changing to 
meet the attack of recently de¬ 
veloped insecticides . . . Flies 
now tend to rest on the floor 
instead of using walls and ceil¬ 
ings, which has been their cus¬ 
tom as far back as man can 
remember. For the last several 
years man has been taking ad¬ 
vantage of the resting habit of 
the housefly by applying re¬ 
sidual-type insecticides to such 
areas. 

“Fantastic as it may seen, 
the fly i.s beginning to shun 
walls and ceilings, and wide¬ 
spread reports from the Mid¬ 
west and even in California 
confirm the ob.servation.” 

How the fly learned that 
walls and ceilings meant death 
is unknown. But obviously the 
fly has learned by experience. 

P'or so many years we hu¬ 
mans are considered lacking in 


Intelligence, because they keep 
right on making the same mis¬ 
takes, over and over. 

But—ladies and gentlemen! 
—we give you the housefly! 

A fly which cannot find a 
feeding place will live only 
3.4 days. When well fed, they 
live as long as 60 days. For 
full information on how to 
starve those flies write to the 
Los Angeles County Health De¬ 
partment, 241 N. Figueroa, Los 
Angeles 12.

cocoa, eggs—all such things are 
way beyond reason. A small 
package of tea is $2, a tiny, tiny 
package of cocoa, $1, eggs SI 
for ten. These prices bother mo 
for two reason.s—for myself be¬ 
cause I hate to pay more than 
a thing is worth, and ior the 
Greeks because so few of them 
can afford the prices at all. 

The majority of Greeks have 
meat once or twice a montli. 
Their diet consists chiefly of 
bread, olive oil and olives, 
dried, smoked fi.sh and such 
vegetables as they can get most 
cheaply. Every weekend truck- 
loads of women and children 
go out into the country to cut 
greens for food—stuff like dan¬ 
delion greens. They cook them 
with the ubiquitous olive oil 
and lemon. 

Pitt watched one of the fac¬ 
tory workers eat his lunch one 
day. He said that the man un¬ 
wrapped a smoked herring and 
two chunks of unbuttered 
bread. With the bread he very 
carefully wiped the paper in 
which the herring had been 
wrapped. He held it up to the 
light looking along the surface 
to see if he had missed any of 
the oil. He repeated this with 
the utmost care three or four 
times until he was .satisfied 
that not a drop of the precious 
oil remained on the paper. He 
then folded the paper neatly, 
slipped it into his pocket to use 
again, and ate his lunch.
